The London -''World" Bays:— A« 
what is known as the "Malta seandnl" 
is now the subject of a court of in- 
quiry, and as many misstatements have 
been made on the subject there can be 
no barm in saying that the equerry 
who has been horaowhipped ia Captain 
the Hon. D. J. Monson, and that bis 
assailant— \Yho conceives himself cruel- 
ly insulted — is Mr Scdtt-Stevenson, 
adjutant of the 4:2nd Highlanders. As 
already stated, the equerry eventually 
offered to exchange a couple of cosey 
bullets with the injured husband, 
which the latter <leclined. I now learn 
that, before this refusal was returned, 
the officer to whom it was sent 'sub- 
mitted the challenge to five military 
friends, equally diatinguisbod forthoir 
honour and their high rank in tho 
servico.and^thoy gave it as their opin- 
ion -that, as the offioor 'had already 
proffered satisfaction of the kind in 
question, which proposal the equerry 
had thought fit to refuse, ho could not 
now, without compromising his char- 
acter, accede to the equerry's request 
for a meeting. 

No one can deny the Duke of Edin- 
burgh the credit of having at least 
stood^'up^forhis retainer through thick 
andfibihr ' Ih.the first place, when tho 
explosion came, it was the Prince wlio 
screened his equerry from tho dire risk 
of a hostile meeting. Then it sooms 
to'have been the same royal personage 
who counselled the farce of the agroo- 
ment for hushing up tbo oiTair, on 
condition of the equerry taking to his. 
heels. Not content with tho gallant 
Lothario being lot oil' so lightly, again 
it is princely ingenuity which suggest- 
ed .thattheagreement'h'ad been broken 
: and~thattHe equerry ' was accordingly 
entitled to return to Malta. Further- 
more it comes about by the same royal 
influence that a civilian is suflered to 
become prosecutor before a military

EUROPE. 

BucnAREST, April 13.— Mnstourdeza 
has given nolico that bo will ask tbo 
government in tbo Eouato wbetber 
uogotiatious for tho pai^sago of Eussian 
troops are in consequence of the gov- 
ernment having notified Russia of 
her willingness to permit such passage 
and if a direct understanding was con- 
cluded. Notice has been given of 
intoroellation in tbo chamber of depu- 
ties as to tho advisability of withdrasv- 
ing the army to tho Carpathian 
mountains in view of Russian occupa- 
tion and whether tbo government 
means to protest to tbo powers against 
tbo recent largo entries of Eussian 
troops into Roumania. 

LojiDON, April 13.— Dr. Butt at a 
special meeting of the Home Rulo 
ParHameutary Committee to-night per- 
sisted in his resignation as leader of 
tho Homo Rule Party. Tbo Committee 
unauimouely passed a aesolution re- 
jecting it. 

London, April 13. — A correspondent 
at Pera sends several sensational re- 
ports that the Russians have been dis- 
covered making roads in the direction 
of Buykdere, that thoy havo concen- 
trated a largo force of alarm in tho 
adjacent villages and that they have 
summoned the Turks to evacuate 
Bhumla and Yarna immediately. 

A Tienna correspondent assorts that 
tho Russians have sent a large quantity 
of torpedoQH to the mouth of tho 
Danube ready to block tho atroam 
again. 

BucuAKEST, April 13. — It Js stated 
hero that 20,000 of the 12lh Bussian 
army corps will hold Bucharest and 

tho remainder will hold stations on the 
lino to Guirgovo. Other Russian troops 
are oxiiected in tho territory' oast of 
Aleuta. Neaily all the Roumanian 
troops are iu a position westward of 
tho Alenta. The chamber is much 
loss bellicose and it is by no means 
improbable that Bussia will.attain her 
object after the first burst.of- resent 
ment. 

London', April 11. — There aooms to 
he some disposition at St. Petersburg 
to show Roumania more consideration 
It is announced that Gortschakoff 
meant that tlio .stipulaiion for the pass 
ago of Russian troop.s through Rouniaiiia 
and not tho question of iieasarabiu could 
not be submitted to tho congres*. It is 
said Anglo-Austrian inlliiouces are now iu 
tho ascendent at Belgrade and there is a 
disposition on the part of Servia, Rou- 
mania and Montenegro to mako a joint 
reiDonstranoo to tho powers against tbo 
treaty of Stefauo.

— Prices of lodging 
and all nocoBsaritiH of lifo will bo largely 
advanced during the e.x[)08ition. 

OoNSTANTiNoriiH, April 12.- -Tho Porto 
hna issued a circular to its ropresontativoa 
abrodd. It recognizes Iho.lreaty of St. 
Stofano as tho result of thedefeatsnstain- 
cd by Turkey in the late war and espressos 
a determination to osrry out tho terms of 
tho treaty; but doclares the Porto would 
nevertheless regard as opportune any 
modifioation that might bo mado by the 
intervention of tho powers and tho mod- 
oration of Rnssia. Tho circular concludes 
by stating that whatever may he the issue 
of the present negotiations, the Porte 
pledges itself to carry out tho projected 
reforms.

KOYAI COMinSSION. 



Tho Royal Coinruisaion, consistiDg of 
Chiof Justice Sir MiittLiow Uuillio Begbie, 
Mr, JuBtica Oroaae and Mr. JuBti«fl Gray, 
oommeQccd yesterday to hold an enquiry 
into the truth of tho allogatious of cor- 
ruption mado by the members for Kooto- 
nay against the bon. Mr. Eiliott. 

Mr. Layton, Saoratary, Laving read the 
Oommissiou, 

The CliiefJustioe said that nsKootousy 
had mado tho accusations it would ha for 
Kootenay to support tkeiu. It wua tho 
intontion of the GommiBsion to sit aomo- 
"n^hai after the manner of a Court of Jus- 
tice, allowing, however, a greater latitude 
as to hearsay ovidencG. It was vory iiu- 
aatisfactory tbut no ono appeared for the 
prosecution as ho njight turm it. Oa a 
former occasion when a' similar GommiB- 
sion had issued the editor of tho paper in 
-vrbioh the ohargee against members of the 
thea QoTOinment bad appeared, kindly 
nndertoolc the functions of prosecutor. 
Were tho members for Kootenay ready to 
assume those functions no-x or trcre they 
present simply as witnossos ? It was moat 
inoonvtinient for tbo Judges to perform 
the duties both of tbe prosooutiou and de- 
feiase. . . 

Mr. MoOreight, Q.U,, wild that lie ap- 
peared to watoh tbe ease for Mr, Elliott 
and the Qovernment generally, reserving 
to himsolf tho right to oross-ezamina vit- 
nesBOB. 

The Chief Justice— It would b» quite 
competent for the two mombors for Koot- 
enay to conduct tho case for tho prosecu- 
tiba. 

Mr. Galbraith, M. P, P. for Kootenay, 
said that be was merely preBsnt as \ wit- 
ness to subBtantiate a Btatomuut ho bad 
made in his placo on tho floor of the 
House. He loft himsolf entirely in tbo 
bands of the Court. 

Tho Chief Justico — The best way would 
be to swear the members fpr Kootenay 
and lot the Court bear their rospectiTa 
statements. 

Charles Gallaghar sworu: — llynamo is 
Charley Qallsgbor and I am a member 
for Kootonay; I have heard tbo Commis 
sion read; it contains tho subslance of 
allegations made by me on the Jloorof the 
House which I believe to be true. On the 
Gth of A»gust kst Mr. Q. A. Kelly, con- 
Btablo at Kootonay, camo to mo and said 
that Mr, Goorgo Dacreg, storekeeper at 
Koot«nay. had arrived from Yictoria and 
thothe (Mr, Kelly) had received a loiter 
through him from Mr. Elliott and that he 
(Mr. Kelly) liad tho privilege of oftoring 
mo his sitiiatiou as constable and also 
81,000 and tho best situation in th* gift of 
tbo Government inside of throe montha. 
(A. laugh.) The condition was that I was 
to resign my BOat in Parliament and he 
(Kelly) was to lun in my place; and ho 
told me if elected bo had tha promise of 
tho Provincial Secretaryship; I gavo hjm 
to understand that I would not oonaont to 
any such condition. I told him I would 
not bo a . traitor to the party with -flrhiob I 
•was identified. There never had bean a 
traitor in my family and I would not be- 
come one. 

The Chief Justice— Did yon lick Kelly 
■when ho mado tho proposition to you ? 

Witness — No, my lord; I gav» him to 
nndorstand my refusal by telling him ho; 
Kelly then told me I was vory foolish to 
refnso tho oUar as money would bo used 
at the next election and as I was a poor 
man I bad no chance, of being re elected; 
I was on intimate terms with Kelly; ho 
bad talked to mo in pretty much tho sasae 
stylo on former oooaaious, bul ho did not 
BOom to have any authority for it before; 
ho did not whow me tho letter ho said ho 
bad recoivod from Mr. Elliott; I did not 
ask for it; I did not know as a fact that ho 
really received any letjiorj I understand 
that he made tho same statement to John 
Russell, Jas. Morrisoy and John Gal- 
braith; also, in the presonco of Mr. Norris, 
tho Collector; the throo former told mo 
tUat ho (Kellj) had mado the statoment 
to them with a view of getting them to 
influence mo; I spoke to Mr. Norris abpi^t 
it and ba told mo he would keep out of 
such things aa long as he could; that he 
would say nothing about it if he did not 
have to. 

- Tho Chief Justice— The whole of your 
avideneo then seems to rely on the truth 
of Mr. Kelly's assertions. Do you think he 
would bavo' mado a succoasful Provincial 
SeorotaryV 
Mr.Gflllaglicr— No,my lord, (Laughter.) 
The Chief Justict--Dia it never enter 
'■your head that some one had been play- 
■'ing a big joke on Mr. Kelly? Dout; the 
IsoyB.Qp. COTintry.Bomolimos play jokes on 
him? ' 

Mr, Gallagher— No, my lord; I thought 
ho had somo authority at tbe fciuio as ho 
had frequently boasted that ho iraa the 
intimate friend of tbo loader of tbo Gov- 
'■■ornment and that Mr. Elliott had sent 
■vrord to California for him to come up 
here, : ' 

After a pauso Mr. Gallagher cpntinnqd ; 
pother Fonquet also told ma a day or two 
■ after that ho bad roeeivod or soon a latter 
from Mr, Elliott; either received or seen 
ono, I'm not suro which | that ho (Mr. 
Elliott) guaranteed mo the conslableship 
of Kootonay if Kelly and I could arrange 
matters between us; I told Father Eonqnet 
of KoUy's offer to me; I told him of tho 
oflsr of tbo money ; Father Fouquot said 
that it would bo diuhonorable for me to 
ta^e it, but that there was nothing wroi?g 
ip my apoeptii}g of[|oo in an bonorablo 
manner. 

The Chief Justice — There is nothing 
corrupt in an ofllcor resigning in favor of 
a ftt and proper person treoomniendad by 
Father Fonquet or anybqdy else. 

Mr. Justice GrayiiMr. -BUiotii.ooBW' 



not require to give any guarantee for tho 
appointment because he himself bad tho 
power of making it. 

Mr. Qallagher—I don'c wish to make it 
look aorrnpt; I only make my atatomisDt 
and wish things did not look so bad as 
they do; I told Dacrcs and Kelly that I 
did not think that I bad over given the 
GovernuiGnt oauHO to insult mo with tjuoli 
BU offer; about a month afterwarda Kelly 
told mo ho had done it all on his own 
responsibility; Dacrcs told me that ho 
heard Mr. Spoakor tell Messrs. Elliott and 
Tornon that Mr. Milby had said if he did 
lot get tbo Provincial Secretaryship tbe 
GoYoriiment need not look for hia (Mr, 
Milby 'a) support any longer. (Laughter.) 

Tbo Chief Justico — "Wboro is tho proof 
of oorrnptiou in your evidence? It ap- 
pears to mo that the very fact that, not- 
withstanding Mr. Milby's alleged threat, 
ho did not get tho Provincial Secretary- 
ship is proof of independence on the part 
of the Govarumont ratbor than corrup- 
tion. There ia a good deal of tbe "house 
that Jack built" character in evidence 
which refers to statements filtered through 
half-a dozen difTerent sources; but assum- 
ing the statements all to be true, what 
bearing: have they on tbe charges of cor- 
rupt' practices? 

Mr, Gallagbor said bo had only referred 
to tho statement mado by Mr. Dacros to 
show that he was presumably in the cou- 
fidonce of tho Oovornraont or tho convor- 
aation would not have taken placo in his 
(Daores*) hearing. 

Tno01ii«f Justice pointed out that Dr. 
Trimble had made tho statement with 
refKrenco to Mr, Milby'a throat in pre»oiice 
of members of tbo Qovernment, bnt that 
did not show tbo QoverumoDt bad couli 
deuce in Mr. Daores, who was also pres- 
ent, although Dr. Trimble might iiave. 
Ho tbonght that statements coming 
throngh a number of -difTerent persons 
Bhould be recoivod with a certain degree 
of caution. 

Mr. ihi«lice Croas". — What did you nii- 
(ler»t»inii by tho beai ofiico in tho gift of 
th» GoTurument? 

Witness— I understood tho atiiiondiary 
Magistracy at Kuotanay. (A laugh.) 

Mr. Juttic* Crease — I thought you 
fancied it was tbe Provincinl Hacratary- 
ship. (A laugh.) 

Tho Chiof J ustico— In aa honorable war 
you would not object to aecojiting a Sti- 
pendiary magistraoy in Viotoriit, I sup- 
po^s (a laugh) ; not as the issue of a cor- 
rapt bargain, of course. 

Witness (cross examined by Mr. Me- 
Creight) — Dacroa did not ofl'isr ino any- 
thing except tlio oonstableHhip; no per 
son mado an olTor of money oicwpt Mr. 
Kelly; Dacres told mo that he was em- 
powered by Mr. Elliott to offer mo tha 
constablethip; Kelly was sober when he 
made mo tbe offer of $1,000; I don't 
think ho is a man of much means; I did 
not ask him how ho was going to pay mo 
tho money; ho told me I'd got it; bo did 
not say how or where, but mid he bad in- 
structions from Mr. Eiliott to oH'or me it; 
a month afterwards ho told mo be had no 
authority at all; that he mads tho oiler on 
big own authority; I did not at any time 
ask to soe the letter he said ho bad re- 
ceived; I b»ve bean intimate witli Kelly 
for two years; Father Fouquot never mado 
mo any ofTer of money; I was reported in 
the papers to have said that be did; I did 
not say so; if I did i. made a mistake; I 
coHld not tall a wilful lie about it; I won't 
bo sare that I did not »m ia tbe Houue 
that Father FouQ[aot bad said he was in- 
struotod to offer me 81.000; if I did I con- 
tradicted it next day; I was not much an- 
noyed at Kelly for making mo tbe ofl'or; 
have not quarrelled with him for doing so; 
I did not hear Kelly say that ^20,000 
would bo spent on tho next election; I am 
sure I said notbiujg of the sort in tbo 
House, he' did not tell me so and I could 
not make up a lie; Idou'toonHider Kelly's 
statement.^ vory reliablu or trustworthy; I 
would not rely on hia statements on all 
occasions; I believed him when ho made 
the statement to mo that ho received a 
letter from Mr. Elliott, but I did not bo- 
liove him when he denied having nuy 
authority to make tho offer; I would not 
have takon the constablesbip if it bad 
bo.n offered to mo; the offer has never 
been njado to me except by Mr. Kelly; I 
am an English subjeot. 

By the Chief Justice — Why did you be- 
lieve Mr. KoUy when ho said ho had au- 
thority to make tho offer and disbelieve 
him when bo denied it ? Did you buliovo 
lim becausa of tho intrinsio probability 
of tho truth of his having authority? 

Witness — I believed him in tho first 
place, but disbelievod bis denial because 
I thought he wanted to let himself down 
easy and save Mr. Elliott; I am still of 
opinion that ho really had authority from 
Mr. Elliott to make me tho offer. 

The Obiof Justice— Don't you think it 
was much mora likely to bo u joke? This 
is a domopratic country and jokes aro 
played on all sorts of people— oven on 
members of Parliament. If it were a joko 
of courao it was a vory oruel one. (Laugh- 
ter,) 

Robert Galbraith sworn: — I am a mem- 
ber of Parliament for tho District of 
Kootenay; I met Conptublo Kelly early in 
August at Kootenay ferry ; there wore a 
great many parljos there, amongst them 
Mr. Gallagher and Mr.Norris and a gentle- 
man named Mark Nowcomb; Kelly called 
me on one side and asked mo if £ bad 
heard tho news brought from Victoria by 
Mr. Daores; I am not positive whether ho 
asked moor I acked him about tbe "truth 
at the report of tbo offer to Mr.Gallai^hor; 
I think I asked tbe question; Kelly Baid 
ho (Mr. K.) had made Mr. Gallagher an 
offer of $1,000 and tho position qf consta- 
ble of Kootenay and that Mr. Gallagher 
bad refuead it; ho said, "don't you think 
tlioy acted very indiscreetly in takini; Mr. 
Daores into their eonfidonco at Victoria." 
I Bftid I thought thay did us ho was a 
oninparative stranger iind a United States 
eitiaoa. Ho (Kelly) furthertold mo that 
ho ^as to write to the partif.a in Victoria 
and let Ibem know tho result of tho offi>r; 
some time later I met Kelly on St. Jo- 
soph's prairie; my brother John was pro- 
ssnt. After some conversation my bro- 
ther asked Kelly, "D''^ you make an offer 
to Mr. Gallagbar of 1,000 and the posi- 
tion of opnstablo ?" Kelly repbod "Idid." 
Kelly had repeatedly asserted that tie was 
thtf^oohfldential agppt of tjio Government 
and a friend of Mr. Elliott; that is th« 
only rcfiBon why ho was thought to have 
authority to mako the offer to Mr. Gal- 
Iflgberi it nevflr strnck me tbat Kelly bad 
boen'the viotim'of a joke. 

The Chief Justico said ho must confess 
prbna/acie tho affair bore the aspoct of a 
joke played on Mr. Kelly, Ho was in- 
clined to think it would turj out that Mr. 
Daores had authorized Mr. Kelly to mako 
the offer tq Mr. Gallagher; but could a 
singlo SntnesB bo found to connect Dacros 
witbviibeiMinistry, or . to. . prove that ho 
hnelw-^Mr. 'Elliott ov8n;by;Bightfi - 
•«rtWitnMfl-rTlio 'oiily • way I'«Rn at all dan- 



noot Mr. Elliott ia on the asi«rtion of 
Mr. Kelly. 

Mr. Justice Gray— Either Kelly receiv- 
ed tho letter or he did not. If ho has it, 
if will bo prodncedt If bs destroyed it 
he will be asked to explain tho reason 
why. 

Wituoiis to tbo Court — If I were Pre- 
mior I do not think that I should select 
Kelly as Provinoial Seorotary although ho 
may bo a very excellent man. I should 
ba sorry to expross an opinion as to bis 
fitness to fill the position of oonfideutial 
agent of any government. I must do- 
oliuo to express au opinion as to tho truth 
of tho statement that Mr. Elliott or tha 
Government bad mado through Kelly the 
ofl'ur in question. I do think thera were 
some grounds for tho aoouaalion. I must 
decline to state whether I believe the ac- 
cusation true or untrne. 

Tho Chief Justice said it was most im 
portant that tho Court should ascertain 
Mr. Galbraith's opinion on tbo point. 

Witness — I don't like to swear ono way 
or tho other. I believe there aro grounds 
for the accusation. 

Tho Chief Justice pointed out that the 
statemouta made in tbe House wore equir- 
alent to an expression of belief that tbo 
acousation is true. 

Witness — I now think as I did when tho 
offer was made that tboro aro some 
grounds for believing tho accusations 
against lhe|Govornmont to bo truo. 

Mr. Justice Gray said ho thought the 
witDsss bad a perfect right to protect 
himself. It was improper to force a wit- 
ness to givu an opinion. 

Tbe Chief Justice — All I want to know 
is if tho uccusatiou is bona jide ? 

Witness (orosa osamincd by Mr. Mc- 
Creight) — I do not know if Kelly ever 
showed the letter in question to any one 
in Kootonay; I don't think Mr. Kelly a 
discreet man; I don't wish to give an 
opinion as to liis veracity; there ii a good 
de:il of Irish wit about him; ho ia very 
fond of tolling auecilotea— principally of 
Irish character; bo brjastml openly of his 
frioud.Hbip with Mr. Elliott and that there 
would bo .^'20,000 of Canadian money 
spoilt at tbo no.xt election; ho made him- 
Ht'Il' iippaar of grt at importaucu; ono would 
think he carried all British Columbia on 
bis shoulders. I never asked to eoe tbo 
letter. 

Mr. Juaiico Gray rooominondod the 
witness next time ho board of any such 
offer to ask to see tbo authority for it. If 
Mr» KoUy had made the offer without au- 
thority and had thereby brought tho Gov- 
ornmont into dingruco lio supposed tho 
Goverutuout would know exactly what to 
do with biai. Uo would voutura to say 
that when Mr. Kuily and Mr. Daores were 
placed in llio witness box the value of tha 
accusation could soon bo ascertained. His 
Honor continued : Mr. Galbraith, when 
you havo been iu politics for 20 years you 
will learn to boliovo nothing on lioar.'^ay 
and will always require a person to show 
you proof for hia assertion. It ia a Avoll 
known fact that a government in power 
always receives all kinds of attacks and 
wore Mr. Walkem in power to-morrow 
there is no doubt but that attacks would 
be leveled at him. It is one continual 
attack and counter attack. 

James Trimble, being aworn. said he 
was Speaker of tho House of Assembly; 
tbe statement mado by Mr. Dacros as set 
forth by Mr. Galla;:hor is not truo; had 
seen Mr. Daores only for a short time in 
Victoria; would not know himi again; saw 
him iu town; Mr. Dacres asked mo in 
town to introduce him to Mr. Elliott and 
i\lr. Vernon; took bim over to tho Attor- 
ney General's olllco. Prior to this Mr. 
Dacres spoke to ma about Mr. Gallagher 
and said that bo was in very bud circum- 
stances financially and o\Ted him (Mr.D.) 
a largo sum of nionity and he wondered 
at Mr. Gallagher returning to Kootenay 
a.s lie had no business tboro, and that he 
Mr. D.) did not intend loiuliug him any 
more money; be understood Mr. Galla- 
gher was about resigning his positioii and 
asked mo whothar I thought Mr. Elliott 
would do something for him; on arriving 
at Mr. Elliott's oflloc ha repeated thoaame 
story; Mr. Voruou was not there; Mr. El- 
liott told him his ijosition would not 
allow him to ofier anything to Mr. Galla- 
gher— it was an impossibility; Mr. Dacros 
then said that Mr. Kelly was very anxious 
to become a member of the House and if 
he (Mr. K.) resigned the constabloship 
had he any objection to giving it to Mr. 
Gallnghor? Mr. Elliott said, on Mr. 
Dacros' urgently pressing tho matter, ho 
had no objection to any arrangement they 
might make among themselves but ho 
could not and wonld not promise to do 
anything; hia position would not allow 
him to make ouy promises of that kind. 
Mr, Dacros urged Mr. (iallagher's posi- 
tion Tory forcibly. I told Mr. Elliott 
that if Mr. Galhighor wore going to resign 
hia seat I saw no harm in giving him a 
position. Mr. Elliott said in that view of 
it there might possibly be no serious ob- 
jection and after a time ho (Mr. Elliott) 
said ho would write to Father Fouquot; 
do not know wbotbor that letter was over 
written; after leaving Mr. Elliott's ofiico 
Mr. Dacres nud I wont to St. Joseph's 
Hospital; on tho way wo had a conversa- 
tion during which Mr. Dacros said it was 
singular bow Mr. Gallagher supported 
Mr. Walkem as ho did ; I said it was; ho 
said ono reason was that Mr. Gallagher 
was nn American citizen and Mr. Walkem 
knew it; another reason waa that he was 
promised that when Mr. Walkem got into 
power again he would give him Mr, .p. 
Booth's position.
